“We helped to overthrow the Batista dic- 
tatorship which was pro-American, only 
to install the Castro dictatorship, which 
is pro-Russian.” 

According to former Ambassador Smith, 
the agencies of the United States Govern- 
ment which “had a hand in bringing pres- 
sure to overthrow the Batista government” 
were “certain influential people, influential 
sources in the State Department, lower 
down echelons in the CIA” and “representa- 
tives of the majority of the United States 
Government agencies which have anything

‘Assistant Secretary of State for Latin Amer- 
ican Affairs during the ambassadorships of 
Messrs. Gardner and Smith. He was recently 
named Ambassador to the Argentine. 

Mr. Smith made the extraordinary révela- 
tion that Willian Wieland sent him (Smith) 
to Herbert Matthews of the New York Times 
to get a briefing on Cuban affairs before 
Smith departed to take up his post in Hav- 
ana. This occurred in 1957, after Matthews 
had written a series of articles which made 
“ag Robin Hood” out of Fidel Castro. 

When Mr. Smith reached Havana, he 
found out that “Castro was a revolutionary 
and a terrorist. From the time that he was 
“a university student, he was a gun-toter,” 
said the former Ambassador. “I was informed 
by a diplomat that he had killed two priests 
and one nun in Bogota during the uprising 
in 1948.” 

“Whether he started out as a Communist 
or not I doubt. But Fidel Castro did make 
a number of statements at Costa Rica and 
out of Mexico (before he won the rev- 
olution) which clearly showed his Marxist 
line of thinking.” 

Mr. Smith was asked by Counsel J.G. 
Sourwine: “Is there any Coubt in your mind, 
that the Cuban government. under Castro 
is a Communist government?” 

He answered. “I would gn further.. I 
believe it is becoming a satellite, a Com- 
munist satellite.” 

“The U.S. Government agencies and the 
U.S. press played a major role iv bring- 
ing Castro to power,” continued the Am- 
bassador. : 

“Three front-page articles in the New 
York Times in early 1957, written by the 
editorialist Herbert Matthews, served to in- 
flate Castro to world stature and world 
recognition. Until that time, Castro had 
been just another bandit in the Oriente 
Mountains of Cuba with a handful of fol- 
lowers who had terrorized the campesinos, 
that is the peasants, throughout the 
countryside. 

“Fidel Castro landed on the south coast of 
Oriente in December of 1956 from Mexico 
with an expeditionary force of 81 men. 
Intercepted by Cuban gunboats and patrol 
planes, Castro and a handful of stragglers 
managed to esconce themselves in the 
rugged 8,000-foot Sierra Maestra Range. 


“After the Matthews articles which follow- 
ed an exclusive interview by the Times ed- 
itorial writer in Castro’s mountain hideout 
and which likened him to Abraham Lincoln, 
he was able to get followers and funds in 
Cuba and in the United States. From that 
time on arms, money and soldiers of fortune 
abounded. Much of the American press 
began to picture Castro as a political Robin 
Hood. 


“Also because Batista was the dictator 
who unlawfuly seized power, American 
people assumed Castro must, on the other 
hand, represent liberty and democracy. The 
crusader role which the press and radio 
bestowed on the bearded rebel blinded the 
people to the leftwing political philosophy 
with which even at that time he was al- 
ready on record. 


“His speeches as a student leader, his 
interviews as an exile while in Mexico, Costa 
Rica, and elsewhere clearly outlined a 
Marxist trend of political thought. : 


“The official U.S. attitude toward Castro 
could not help but be influenced by the pro- 
Castro press and radio, certain Members 
of Congress picked up the torch for him. 


“There were a number of times, number 
of occasions when I was asked as the Am- 
bassador if we would help the church in its 
efforts to establish a bridge between Castro 
and Batista, or if we, in any way, would 
support a national unity government. Such 
government would act as a provisional gov- 
ernment in Cuba to maintain law and order 
while elections were being held.

“The United States would never agree 
to support or would never permit me to 
negotiate because it would be considered as 
intervening in the internal affairs of Cuba. 


“As far as the disintegration of the armed 


forces around the Batista government, the 
answer is that this negative action helped 
shatter the morale of the existing- gov- 
ernment. The responsibility for the deter- 
ioration in the morale of the army, navy and 
Cuban Air Force dates back to many other 
forms of direct and indirect — I use the 
word “intervention” advisedly. at 

“Primarily I would say that when we re- 
fused to sell arms to the Cuban Govern- 
ment and also by what I termed intervening 
by innuendo (which was persuading other 
friendly governments not to sell arms to 
Cuba) that these actions had a moral, 
pyschological effect upon the Cuban armed 
forces which was demoralizing to the nth 
degree. 

“The reverse, it built up the morale of 
the revolutionary forces. Obviously when 
we refused te sell arms to a friendly govern- 
ment, the existing government, the people 
of Cuba and the armed forces knew that 
the United States »o longer would support 
Batista’s governmer.. 

“A decision such as prohibiting the sale 
of arms to a friendly nation can have 
devastating effects upon the government 
in power. 

“We even did not fulfill our promise to 
deliver 15 training planes, which had been 
bought and paid for by the Batista gov- 
ernment. In accordance with instructions 
from the State Department I informed 
Batista that delivery would be suspended, 
because we feared some harm might come 
to the 47 kidnapped Americans. The kid- 
napping by Raul Costro of 30 U.S. marines 
and sailors, 17 American citizens, and 3 
Canadians occurred at this time. 

“After the kidnapped Americans were re- 
turned we still refused to deliver these train- 
ing planes because we feared that bombs 
could be put on the planes even though 
they were strictly for training purposes. 
“I reiterate that decisions such as these may 
determine whether a government can remain 
in power. 

“Although they could buy arms and am- 
munition from other sources, the psycho- 
logical impact on the morale of the gov- 
ernment was crippling. On the other hand, 
it gave a great uplift to the morale of the 
rebels.” 

Former Ambassador Gardner declared that 
a shipment of military equipment to Batista, 
arranged under the mutual aid pact, was 
“‘stopped” on the New York docks. He de- 
clared it was “common gossip” that “Rub- 
ottom was the only man who could have 
stopped it.” 

At the same time, according to Mr. Gard- 
ner, shipments of arms and ammunition to 
Castro from the United States “were being 
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sent down surreptitiously almost . every 
ight. Every once in a while we were able 
to catch such a shipment and stop it. But 
we were not very active about it, and one 
factor which I think was one of the most 
serious was that the former President, 
named Prio, was living In Miami. I don’t 
know whether you know this or not, but 
he was arrested, convicted and paid a five- 
thousand dollar fine for gun-running. He 
was also indicted a second time. And yet 
no action was ever taken on it.” 

This is Mr. Smith’s testimony: The Batista 
government complained continually about 
the airlifts and airdrops of bodies and arms 
from the United States. I always kept the 
State Department fully informed. 

“But we seem to have great trouble in 
enforcing our neutrality laws. I have some- 
times wished that we had been half as dil- 
igent at that time in enforcing our neutral- 
ity laws as we have been lately.” 


Senator Eastland. Enforcing those laws 
now is an aid to the present government 
in Cuba, is it not? 

Mr. Smith. Yes, sir. 

In answer to a question from Senator 
Dodd as to whether he had ever discussed 
Castro with Mr. Rubottom, Mr. Smith 
said that he had done so on numerous 
occasions. 

“Mr. Smith. In all due justice to Roy Ru- 
bottom, I think that Roy Rubottom was 
under terrific pressure from segments of 
the press, from certain Members of Con- 
gress, from the avalanche of Castro sym- 
pathizers who daily descend upon the State 
Department, and Rubottom may have taken 
the line of least resistance.” 

Mr. Smith said: “The espionage system of 
the Castro people was so good that they 
knew nearly everything that was going on. 
They had their spies planted in the Cuban 
Embassy in Washington before Castro 
came to power. 

" “Many of these people, who later be- 
came members of the first Cabinet of Castro 
were asylees in the United States. They 
had close contacts with members of the 
State Department. 

“To name a few: Urrutia, the first Pres- 
ident of Cuba, Agramonte, the first Foreign 
Minister of Cuba, the first Prime Minister 
of Cuba, Miro Cardona. As a matter of fact, 
the first time that I met Cardona was after 
Batista had left the country. It was about 
the 4th of January of 1959 in the Presiden- 
tial palace. He turned to me and said, ‘ I 
am a good friend of William Wieland, a 
very good friend of William Wieland.’ ”’ 


Mr. Smith asserted that before the Castro 
forces arrived in Havana, they had been 
demanding tribute throughout Cuba. “By 
the fall or the late summer of 1958, they 
decided to also demand tribute by American 
business and American property holders. 
Toward the closing days of the Batista 
regime, I believe some Americans did pay 
protection money. They were paying taxes 
to the Batista government and were also 
paying taxes to the Castro people.” 

Mr. Smith also strongly criticized the 
haste with which the Castro government 
was recognized by the United States. He 
declared that the State Department had 
ordered him to recognize the Castro gov- 
ernment before Castro himself reached 
Havana in January 1958. Ih protesting 
against the making of policies by the people 
“on the fourth floor” Mr. Smith said: 

“I/believe that the policies are determined 
in the lower echelon, and by the time the 
higher echelon receives them, policies have 
already been made, and they have to live 
by them. 

“If they believed it was in the best interest 
of the United States to be friendly to another 
power and to give aid to that power, then 
our actions along that line should. be guided 
accordingly.” 

Mr. Gardner declared that when he was 
Ambassador he endeavored to lay the facts 
about Castro and the Cuban situation before 
Secretary Herter, former Under Secretary 
Robert Murphy and Under Secretary Ley 





Henderson, as well as others in the State 


Department . He said he was “ignored, over- - 


looked and circumvented.” 


Both former Ambassadors emphasized 
that before. Batista’s. downfall Pe en- 
joying the greatest. prosperity in its history. 

Today”, commented Senators Eastland. and 
Dodd, in their joint statement, “the Cuban 
economy has been reduced to chaos, accord- 
ing to standard Communist procedures. for 
instituting Systematic disorder before im- 
posing the final acts of Red despotism.”

It is mainly our State Dept. that has 
maneuvered the U.S. into such a stagger- 
ing national debt, that economists are warn- 
ing we face bankruptcy. Our State Dept. 
doesn’t like dictators, meaning rulers who 
are rough on communism. Agents from 
the ‘State Dept. ran Chiang Kai-Shek out 
of China, Syngman Rhee out of Korea and 
tried for years to run Gen. Franco out of 
Spain; and brought pressure on Belgium 
to leave the Congo to Lumumba to set up 
communism. And now Trujillo. 

This same outfit refused to help Hungary 
and prevented Spain from sending troops 
to help Hungarian Freedem Fighters, who 
were being slaughtered by Khrushchev. 
He’s. no: dictator? Castro is no dictator? 
-Castro insults.us everyday — steals sev- 
eral hundred million of American prop- 
erty, arrests our people and puts hun- 
dreds. of Cubans before the firing squads 
for nothing. He has communist fighter 
planes, has set up a refueling station for 
communist subs., and communists have 
built a landing field. We keep turning the 
other cheek. Eke said the other day that 
Cuba was not our government, we could 
not interfere. 


‘Trujillo has been our good friend for 
30 years but has been rough on a gang of 
communists that escaped from Spain and 
who were trying to communize the Dom- 
inican Republic. We stick our nose into 
trouble all over the world but we are timid 
where communism is concerned. Are we try- 
ing to crush Trujillo and force his country 
under communism? 

After the surrender of Germany hundreds 
of scientists and technicians trying to sur- 
render to the U.S. were forced to go to 
Soviet Union. On whose orders? The State 
Department’s. After Washington had agreed 
to lend money to Egypt to build Aswan 
Dam, our State Dept. cancelled out forcing 
Egypt to deal with Soviet Union. The State 
Dept. has assumed the power of the execu- 
tive department and congress. 

A few weeks ago we were speaking with 
a man engaged full time in patriotic work. 
He had just returned from a visit to all 
Caribbean countries, where he found in 
public buildings, posters with the Hammer 
& Sickle. He said: 

“The only friend we have in the Carib- 

bean is Dominican Republic.”

The Eichmann Case has to be investi- 
gated! The Zionist. centers are academies of 
spy-work and subversion! 

The people have suspicioned that here 
a policy with strange traits was in develop- 
ment, the details of which could not be 
clearly recognized, but had a determined 
aim, to undermine the fundamentals of our 
economic and political structure. For many, 
the problem was already clear as daylight 


- and the facts which are eloquent and char- 


acteristic, give the reasons for the evalua- 
tion they have provoked. 
THE STRATEGY OF THE SYSTEM 


We have seen, how slowly but surely 
positions of strategical importance beyond 
any doubt on all reaches of our life have 
been snatched away, even those which 
have decisive importance for the econom- 
ical and social organization and are nar- 
-rowly tied and united to the defense of our 
country. This results from the old military 
principle that the capacity for action of 
the armed forces in case of war depend 
on the organization of the inner front, 
which has to be wholly homogenous to be 
able to give without delay the support, 
which an army, having defensive and offen- 
sive tasks, needs. The inner fronts must 
be watched carefully in modern times for 
it is a question of our own sovereignty 
and there can be no question, which may 
conspire against our security or may open 
a breach by which information may trickle 
out of the country, or elements able to 
commit sabotage against the production of 
war materials or may hinder their trans- 
port or deteriorate their quality. 

WHO CONTROLS THE SOURCES 
OF IMPORTANT AND 
CRITICAL MATERIALS? 

It is a strange occurrence that more 
than ninety percent of the production of 
vital materials, such which relates to nat- 
fonal defense in Argentina is controlled 
by Jewish companies, and by a short sur- 
vey we are able to demonstrate that fact: 
the great chemical laboratories which can 
be transformed into centers of military pro- 
duction,the laboratories of medicinal drugs 
and pharmaceutics, which are indispensible 
to the country in case of war, the great 
metallurgical plants which are of vital 
importance for the production of war stores 
and equipment, the plants for manufactur- 
ing minerals and their further working up, 
the industries of food stuffs, of textiles, of 
artificial fibres and of auto-motors, more- 
over the petroleum-chemical industry in 
evolution, they all without any exception 
belong under this statement. That will say, 
the Zionist economy is managing the whole 
fundamental system of our defense. 
WHO CONTROLS THE CENTERS WHERE 
PUBLIC OPINION IS FORMED? 

At the inner front in time of peace and 
of war the organizations of opinion and in- 
formation are important. That has nothing 
to do with the freedom of the press nor 
with the freedom to express one’s own 
opinion, but it is a matter of security of 
the State. There exists a continuous exe- 
cution of a program of taking away these 
means mentioned above, of snatching away 
reviews, magazines and newspapers, which 
are all transferred into Jewish hands. To 
them must be added the radio transmis- 
sions and radio stations,which are in the 
same situation of gliding more and more 
into Jewish hands; while permanently more 
and more Jews turn up as eommentators 
in television and radio as far as these are 
not wholly controlled by Jews or by 
Jewish societies.

How many banks and credit institutions 
in Argentina and in all America are con- 
trolled by Jewish capitalism? Following a

The Argentinian Republic stands today 
at the second place in the world as to the 
density of Jewish population and in this 
respect is only exceeded by the United 
States. From this point of view, which 
most people ignore it must be stressed 
that the real Jewish State does not shelter 
as many Jews as Argentina does, the Jew- 
ish population of Argentina being more 
than three million persons. The racist feel- 
ing, developed in the highest degree among 
the Jews brings out that they never fin- 
ally integrate into our nation nor in any 
other nation. The Jews have always re- 
mained isolated. There exists a Jewish axiom 
of their creed that absolute racial purity 
will allow them to rule the world one day. 
It is indeed this tendency aiming at the 
dominion of the world, which is far from 
all development of humanity (though this 
development tries to make itself free from 
sentiments of hatred inherited from their 
ancestors) which characterizes definitely 
the Jews as the only rabidly racial minded 
beings existing in the world of today. There 
is no assimilation to the surrounding world 
nor any attempt to’ reach such an assim- 
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ARGENTINA 
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ilation. There is an absolute separation 
from our history, from all Argentinian 
efforts to create a better future. This will 
surely provoke the reaction of those who 
are only influenced by powerful interests 
and will set up a false defense of the Jew- 
ish cause. Those blare out the stupid slogans 
of “racial persecution”, “beginnings of naz- 
ism”, and “anti-semitic campaign”, when- 
ever these very serious problems are 
discussed. 

Who orders that nobody is allowed to 
touch the Jewish subject? 
One must break through the close veil and 
disclose the lie under the cover of which 
the Jewish organizations are working. 
SECRET SERVICE AND SPY-WORK 

We say that the structure of Jew- 
ish power in our country has made 
it possible to build up an efficient secret 
service; this statement being confirmed by 
the fact that Jewish penetration of our 
country is so all comprising that those 
forms of activity of national life, which 
are not yet brought under Jewish control 
are only exceptions. This apparently in- 
visible penetration has been effected in 
a slow but stubborn way, gradually a 
strategy being employed which is based 
on a far reaching plan; and this plan 
has been conceived, ripened and put in- 
to effect with a view into the future. 
eur military or economical potentiality is 
in front of their financial power, around 
which our whole development is turning. 

In many offices which have to do with 
these matters, there sit Jewish ‘“fellow- 
citizens” as employees or clerks and access 
to information, which in other countries 
of the world would -be totally closed to 
them, exactly because they are active as 
citizens of the Jewish State. But in spite 
of that all people are so misled to defend 
with cynicism their position not only in 
public administration, but also in the posi- 
tions mentioned above. All these circum- 
stances help them to collect information, 
which later on is classified and will con- 
verge in Tel Aviv, mostly by the way of 
New York, the center of the Jewish terror- 
istic i —HAGANAH and the 
STERN GANG, which have contributed 
particularly to the creation of the State 
of Israel. Both these organizations, under 
an iron leadership, coordinate their efforts 
and spy-work in all countries. Eichmann 
was kidnapped from Buenos Aires by their 
spy service. Therefore it would be of special 
interest to know the names of their agents 
im Argentina, who have travelled during 
last December to New York or to Tel Aviv. 
There were several of them and some have 
been bearers of information concerning the 


JEWISH CLUBS AND CULTURAL 
ASSOCIATIONS AS CENTERS OF 
TRAINING AND ISRAELS 
SHORET SERVICE 

When the Committee to Investigate Un- 
Argentinian Activities had been created by 
the Argentinian parliament, it took away 
legal persona'ity from the German main 
association of cultural character and pro- 
hibited any further activity of the num- 
erous German associations, saying they were 
centers of spy-work and Nazi propaganda. 
Many of these measures were taken because 
of accusations brought forward by Jewish 
centers and associations, which have always 
found a favorable acceptance with the 
interested authorities. 

Today it is the question of the first cen- 
ters of Jewish spy-work; training for Israel’s 
secret service is made in apparently inno- 
cent Jewish clubs and cultural centers. We 
know from the information given to us by 
some young Jewesses that when the system 
has been introduced to make young Argen- 
tinian born Jews and Jewesses work in 
Israel, all the costs of their transport to 


Israel being paid, these young Jews and 
Jewesses were prepared and trained in 
special Zionist camps and schools situated 
near to Buenos Aires. There they are taught 
fencing, boxing, judo, tactics of commando 
troops and spy-work. This training in camps 
is made obligatory for all Jewish youth 
enjoying their full sexual liberty. Of course 
these Jewish clubs and organizations are 
exclusive and don’t admit any goy(non- 
Jew). The rigid racial consciousness of the 
Jews makes it difficult to get nearer infor- 
mation about the inside activities. and the 
practice in these training camps, where 
also military exercises are made, all under 
inoffensive camouflage of cultural arrange- 
ments. It is important to know that all 
these Jewish associations and clubs serve 
as information offices for Israel’s secret 
service and that nobody in the country 
dares say a word about it. It will be nec- 
essary to give more details particularly 
about certain organizations. At any rate, 
it is a concrete fact that in our country 
intense spy-work and dark activities are 


happening.
